Threaten Eclipse 
of Life Magazine 


Last week Life Magazine, 


which only last Spring cut its 
circulation from 8 to 7 million, 
announced it would make a 
second cut from 7 to 5V4 million 
next January. 


The 
circulation-cutting 


procedure 
is 
known 
as 


"erosion"; as subscriptions 
expire the company refuses to 
renew them. 


It is an ominous move for the 


future of one of the world's 
largest magazines. The same 
steps preceded the death of 
Collier's Magazine, and, more 
recently, the Saturday Evening 
Post. 


But 
Time, 
Inc., 
which 


publishes Life, is stronger 
financially than the two that fell 
by the wayside, so perhaps Life 
will survive. At least it is making 
a bold try. While reducing its 
press run Life is asking the 
government for permission to 
increase both advertising and 
subscription prices. 


Life's troubles were sum- 


marized by Publisher Gary Valk 
as: 


"The proposed high 


postal rate increases and 
the limitations imposed by 
Phase 2 (of Wage-Price 
Control) compel us to 
make these charges at this 
time."

Pakistan Claims 
Attack Repulsed

The Pakistan army says its 


soldiers repulsed Indian attacks 
at two points on the East Paki- 
stan border, inflicting heavy 
casualties on the Indians. 


An army spokesman in Dac- 


ca said Tuesday night the Paki- 
stani troops repelled an Indian 
attack at Chaugacha, in the 
Jessore district on East Paki- 
stan's western frontier, and 
thwarted an Indian attempt to 
capture Kamalpur, in the My- 
mensingh sector on the north- 
east front. 


He said the Indians, having 


failed to capture Kamalpur, 
launched a fresh attack sup- 
ported by tanks and artillery 
Monday night on two fronts, 
but were thrown back. 


The spokesman said the bat- 


tlefield was covered with In- 
dian dead and that the Indians 
tried to remove the bodies from 
East Pakistani territory under 
a covering artillery 
bomb- 


ardment. 


He also reported that Paki- 


stani troops captured seven In- 
dian soldiers and a quantity of 
arms and ammunition in DLnaJ- 
pur, in East Pakistan's north- 
ern sector. 


The Indian government says 


the fighting in East Pakistan is 


mainly between the Mukti Ba- 
Wni, the East pakistan inde- 
pendence fighters, and the West 
Pakistan army. New Delhi says 
Indian troops have crossed into 
East Pakistan only when at- 
tacked by the Pakistanis. 


An Indian military spokes- 


man in Calcutta said Tuesday 
Indian troops were still inside 
East Pakistan in the Balurghat- 
Hilli region, 200 miles north of 
Calcutta, where they crossed 
Saturday following what was 
described as a Pakistani artil- 
lery attack. 


Calcutta, less than 30 miles 


from East Pakistan, went 
through a practice air raid 
Tuesday night and for hah* an 
hour was blacked out 


There was no reply from 


Pakistan to a call by Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi of India 
for Pakistan to give East Paki- 
stan independence and avoid 
possible war on the subcon- 
tinent. 


Mrs. 
Gandhi told the upper 


house of Parliament that Presi- 
dent Agha Mohammend Yahya 
Khan of Pakistan could make 
"a gesture toward peace" by 
pulling out his troops and al- 
lowing the East Bengalis to es- 
tablish an independent Bangla 
Desh, or Bengali nation. 


Trims $12 Billion 
From Tax Cut Bill 


WASHINGTON 
(AP), - 


House and Senate conferees 
have chopped from the tax bill 
$12 billion worth of tax-relief 
amendments 
that 
caused 
a 


presidential veto threat, but the 
conferees apparently are at 
odds over a provision to finance 
presidential 
campaigns 
with 


federal income taxes. 


Trimmed from the bill Tues- 


day were what President Nixon 
called "budget-busting amend- 
ments" including ones provid- 
ing for increases in personal in- 
come tax deductions and tax 
credits for ghetto businesses 
and for parents who pick up the 
tabs for their childrens' college 
education. 


These, plus the campaign-fi- 


nancing plan, caused the White 
House to announce Monday that 
Nixon would reject the legisla- 
tion if it reached him with 
them in it. 


The only major item that re- 


mains to be agreed on by the 
conferees, who resume meet- 
ings today, is a controversial 


plan allowing individuals to 
earmark $1 of-their income tax 
for presidential campaigns. 


The money would go. to all 


parties, but it is not as badly 
needed by the Republicans— 
who reportedly have a $40 mil- 
lion surplus—as by the Demo- 
crats who are said to be broke. 


Democrats on the committee 


apparently want to retain this 
provision. 


There was talk, however, of 


some modifications that could 
escape Nixon's veto. Sources 
said one possible change would 
make it harder for minority 
parties to share in the financ- 
ing. One main objection to the 
plan is that it might aid the for- 
mation r* splinter parties. 


The original $2fi-bfflion bill, 


part of Nixon's new economic 
program, was passed by the 
House in a version reportedly 
acceptable to the President. 
But Senate Democrats added 
the tax-relief and campaign 
provisions that the White House 
said ballooned the bill way out 
of proportion.

SAIGON (AP) - Cambodian 


forces were reported in retreat 
today under an onslaught of 
North 
Vietnamese 
attacks 


along Highway 6 on the north- 
eastern front. 


Official reports reaching Sai- 


gon said the Cambodians had 
pulled out of Baray on Highway 
6, about 60 miles northeast of 
Phnom Penh, Cambodia's capi- 
tal and were retreating from 
Kompong Thmar, six miles far- 
ther north. 


The Cambodian government 


called for more air support 
from its U.S. and South Viet- 
namese allies to save the im- 
periled 20,000 Cambodian troops 
isolated in pockets along more 
than 30 miles of Highway 6. 


In Saigon, sources described 


the situation as serious and 
said there was no reason why 
the United States could not pro- 
vide additional air 
support 


within certain limitations. The 
South Vietnamese air force was 
reported planning to send a 
helicopter squadron and gun- 
ships to support the Cam- 
bodians. 


The South Vietnamese in- 


cursion into eastern Cambodian 
was supposed to force the 
North Vietnamese to retreat 
from the northeastern front to 
protect bases from the South 
Vietnamese but there was no 
indication of this. South Viet- 
namese troops are about 50 
miles east of the Cambodian 
front. 


Ninety-six North Vietnamese 


were killed in the highlands of- 
fensive over the weekend, the 
allied command* said, at the 
cost of two South Vietnamese 
killed and 27 wounded. Three 
U.S. 
observation helicopters 


were shot down, and six Ameri- 
can crewmen wounded. 


Fighting has tapered off since 


Sunday, but North Vietnamese 
artillerymen are besieging the 
Polei Kleng outpost 12 miles 
southwest of Kontum City and 
less than 20 miles from Cam- 
bodia. It was shelled eight 
times Tuesday with 60 mortars 
and rockets, killing one South 
Vietnamese ranger and wound- 
ing one.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


(AP) 
— A young man 
found 


shot through the head Monday 
was identified today as a Brit- 
ish soldier, and police said they 
presumed he was killed by an 
Irish Republican Army assassi- 
nation squad. 


Circumstances 
surrounding 


the death of Pvt. Robert Ben- 
ner were similar to those in the 
murder of three British soldiers 
March 10 in the country near 
Belfast. 


All four were off duty and in 


civilian clothes. Banner's body 
was found on a lonely road 
near the border with the Irish 
Republic. 


Benner, who was not mar- 


ried, was the 41st British sol- 
dier killed in Northern Ireland 
this year and the 165th person 
known to have died in the com- 
munal warfare of the past 28 
months. 


Police said it was believed he 


was somehow led to the area 
around lunchtime, then exe- 
cuted with a bullet through the 
brain from close range. 


A 15-year-old boy was shot in 


the arm in the Roman Catholic 
New Lodge district of Belfast 
early today. Police said he was 
wearing a green jacket similar 
in color to those worn by sol- 
diers.

water. A fly lands on his nose 
he brushes it away. A disciple 
helps him get a speck of dirt 
out of his eye.

Jesus is played by a nonpro- 


fessional, blond, bearded Bob 
Elfstrom, Ridgefield, Conn. The 
other actors were 
recruited 


from among Americans, British 
and Scandinavian youths on 
hitchhike tours of Israel. 


Dogged by tourists thronging 


the 
holy 
places, 
Cash 


frequently improvised. A Gar- 
den of Gethsemane scene was 
done in a copse near the Sea of 
Galilee. 


He filmed Jerusalem scenes 


in a deserted Palestinian refu- 
gee camp, where the aboe huts 
and narrow alleys have a Bib- 
lical atmosphere. 


But so far, he says, "We've 


had a goodly share of mir- 
acles." 


Cash got a storm on the Sea 


of Galilee the day he needed it, 
and a calm sea the next days. 
Jesus' Ascension was filmed 
with Elfstrom walking toward a 
clouded sky.

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Mills Offers 
Own Fiscal 
Aid Measure

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 


Wilbur D. Mills, foe of Presi- 
dent Nixon's revenue-sharing 
plan, has introduced his count- 
erproposal: a $5.3-billion-a-year 
aid program for states and lo- 
calities, limited to five years 
and retaining some 
congres- 


sional control. 


The administration 
greeted 


with restrained enthusiasm the 
move by the Arkansas Demo- 
crat, who as chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee 
has kept revenue-sharing bot- 
tled up. 


But in Honolulu, Mills' pro- 


posal drew eager support from 
many mayors attending the Na- 
tional league of Cities' annual 
congress. 


"I'm delighted, said Mayor 


.John V. Lindsay of New York 
City. 


Mayor Richard G. Lugar of 


Indianapolis said 
Mills 
"has 


done something positive in rec- 
ognizing the problems of the 
cities." 


Introduction of the bill by 


Mills, a potential contender for 
the Democratic presidential 
nomination, virtually 
assures 


that the general subject will 
come 
before 
Congress 
next 


year. 


Mills' formula would provide 


$3.5 billion a year to cities and 
other local governments and 
$1.8 billion a year to states, to 
be spent in broadly designated 
fields. 


The allocation to local gov- 


ernments would be weighted 
according to the proportion of 
low-income residents as well as 
total population. 


The payments to the states 


would be on a basis encour- 
aging them to emphasize state 
income taxes in their budgets. 


The program would be limit- 


ed to five years, during which 
Congress presumably would re- 
view its operation and decide 
whether to continue, end or 
modify it. 


The Nixon proposal would in- 


volve a permanent dedication 
of part of the federal income 
tax to states and localities, ini- 
tially about $5 billion. The divi- 
sion would be based on popu- 
lation .and tax effort, without a 
need factor, and there would be 
no strings on how the money 
might be spent. 


Under Mills' proposal, funds 


for local government would be 
divided by states and within 
each state on a formula taking 
into account population, urbani- 
zation and the proportion of 
low-income families. 


These funds could be used for 


public 
safety, 
environmental 


protection, 
public 
trans- 


portation,

health and financial adminis- 
tration.

"The revolution offers women 


a human role in society. It dig-

Monday night at a rally in a 
local soccer stadium. "But for 
reactionaries and fascists, 
a 


woman is simply an instrument 
of pleasure." 


Castro has been in Chile for 


nearly three weeks as the guest 
of President Salvador Allende. 


"Your must organize your- 


selves. You must win all Chi- 
lean women to the cause of rev- 
olution," Castro declared. 


Warning his listeners of pow- 


erful 
antirevolutionist 
forces, 


he said: "Dont let yourselves 
be taken in. See their lies. Tell 
them: 
'We don't need your 


little favors. What we need is 
women's liberation.'" 


A middle-age woman holding 


a Castro-Allende pennant broke 
into tears and cried out: "Fi- 
del, we don't want you to 
leave!" 


Speaking forcefully and ges- 


tureing for emphasis, Castro 
asked what "capitalism and re- 
actionary forces" have to offer 
women.

Nomination 
of Butz 
to Senate

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - As 


the nomination of Earl L. Butz 
for agriculture secretary goes 
before a divided Senate, the 
Nixon administration is step- 
ping up efforts to make sure he 
is confirmed. 


Butz himself launched a per- 


sonal lobbying effort after settl- 
ing into temporary headquar- 
ters in Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew's office just off the Sen- 
ate floor. 


The tattle over the nomi- 


nation has been marked by de- 
bate over the merits of srnall- 
nes.5 versus bigness in modern 
American agriculture. 


So far. only one major agri- 


culture organization, the Amer- 
ican Farm 
Bureau, has en- 


dorsed the Butz nomination. 


And, in Chicago, it was dis- 


closed that Butz's brother is an 
executive with the Farm Bu- 
reau's Illinois affiliate. 


Dale Butz, director of mar- 


keting for the Illinois Agricul- 
tural Association, asserted that 
he has no direct policy-making 
role in the national organ- 
ization. 


"There really could be no 


conflict of interest," he said in 
an interview Tuesday. 
"Our 


delegates set the policies of our 
organization, not the staff." 


As the nominee concentrated 


his lobbying on undecided sena- 
tors, President 
Nixon 
made 


plans to speak in Chicago to the 
convention of 4-H Clubs, com- 
posed mostly of farm youths. 


The Butz controversy 
was 


considered a factor in his deci- 
sion to speak there. 


In the Senate, an Associated 


Press survey showed that as of 
late Tuesday up to 40 senators 
were prepared to vote against 
Butz, with 36 in favor and 23 
with no declared position. 


However, a close look at the 


list of undecided senators, 
based 
on their past 
voting 


records and party affiliations, 
indicated Butz was a likely win- 
ner by an extremely narrow 
margin. 


Chairman Herman Talmadge 


of the Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee said he sees no signs 
Butz can shed a life-long philos- 
ophy of support for scientific 
corporate farming. 


The Georgia Democrat's re- 


servations were echoed by Sen. 
Vance Hartke, D-Ind., who said 
he cannot vote for Butz, even 
though he considers the Purdue 
University 
dean 
a 
personal 


friend. 


Indiana's 
other 
senator, 


Democrat 
Birch 
Bayh, 
dis- 


agreed, saying he would vote 
for Butz because he believes 
farmer discontent should be fo- 
cused on Nixon. 


"Senators may 
not agree 


with the personal views of the 
nominee—and in this particular 
case I find the nominee's farm 
policy views highly objectio- 
nable—but it is not the Senate's 
responsibility to select Cabinet 
officials or pass on their views 
unless there is a flagrant abuse 
of the public interest," Bayh 
said.

Jury Requests 
More Witnesses 
in My Lai Trial 


FT. MEADE, Md. (AP) - 


The defense case is completed, 
but the jury trying Col. Oran K. 
Henderson has asked to hear at 
least 
three 
more 
witnesses 


whose names have figured in 
the My Lai coverup court-mar- 
tial. 


The request, made after the 


defense rested its case Tues- 
day, appeared to surprise the 
judge and attorneys. Col. Peter 
S. Wondolowski, the military 
judge, already had announced 
that he expected the case to go 
to the jury by Dec. 10. Sum- 
moning and recalling witnesses 
is a jury privilege in military 
trials. 


Chief defense attorney Henry 


B. Rothblatt announced the end 
of his case after reading char- 
acter affidavits from 18 high- 
ranking 
officers 
who 
had 


served with Henderson in his 
30-year Army career. In the 50 
days of trial, the prosecution 
called 62 witnesses and the de- 
fense 41. 


The prosecutor, Maj. Carroll 


Tichenor, offered no witnesses 
in rebuttal. 


Henderson could receive a 


sentence of 39 months in prison 
if convicted of three charges 
lodged against him as a result 
of the March 16, 1968 massacre 
in the hamlet. He was accused 
of failing to conduct an ade- 
quate investigation, failing to 
report 
allegations 
to higher 


command and lying to Army 
investigators. 


The two generals and five 


colonels on the jury had asked 
for time to review notes each 
made in the trial, which began 
Aug. 23. After two hours, when 
the court was summoned for 
day's adjournment, the jurors 
asked to hear: 


—Carl Edward Creswell, an

clergyman who was chaplain in 
the Americal Division at the 
time of the 
infantry sweep 


through 
My Lai. The chief 


chaplain of the division, Col. 
Francis R. Lewis, testified that 
Creswell relayed to him a re- 
port from a helicopter pilot that 
there was "some unnecessary 
firing in the village that should 
be looked into." Lewis said he 
dismissed Creswell's report be- 
cause he thought the chaplain 
was joking. 


—Fred Blakey Jr. of DeKalb,

Soviet Mars Mission 
Puzzling to U.S.

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — 


The announcement in Moscow 
that a Russian capsule 
had 


landed on Mars left American 
scientists as puzzled as ever 
about the mission of the Soviet 
Union's Mars 2 and 3 space- 
craft. 


They stand ready to applaud 


a Soviet achievement, but until 
the Soviets reveal more details 
the significance of the 
feat 


can't, be assessed. 


"The question is, have they 


landed an instrument package 
on Mars that is sending back 
data or have they just sent 
down a flag?" said a scientist 
at the California Institute of 
Technology's Jet Propulsion 
laboratory here. 


The announcement Tuesday 


from Tass, the Soviet news 
agency, said that as Mars 2 
passed within 776 miles of Mars 
on Saturday a capsule was sep- 
arated from it and delivered to 
the surface of Mars a pennant 
showing the Soviet Union's coat 
of arms. 


But the Russians gave no fur- 


ther 
information about 
the 


lander. They didn't say whether 
it contained instruments, or if 
the capsule survived the land- 
ing and was sending back data. 


Nor did they say when Mars

"For everyone's sake, I hope 


they have landed instruments 
and are receiving data. If that 
is the case, it will be a fantas- 
tic accomplishment 
that we 


ought to take our hats off to. 
The entire scientific community 
should applaud it," said Dr. 
Robert Sharp, a Cal Tech geol- 
ogist working with Mariner 9, 
the U.S. craft now

"I think they're to be heartily 


commended," said Dr. Carl Sa- 
gan of Cornell University, here 
also for study of data from 
Mariner 9.

Heart Pains 
Not Usually Sharp

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am a 


17-year-old boy and seem to 
be very healthy. I was on 
the track team last year 
and had no problem with my 
body. About a year ago, I 
started getting a very sharp 
pain that seems to be right 
where my heart is. It only 
lasts a few seconds, but the 
pain is unbearable and I can- 
not breathe during the pain. 
If I try to breathe, the pain 
gets worse. These occur al- 
most every day, usually af- 
ter getting out of a chair or 
getting up from the table. 
Last night after I went to 
bed, 1 had that sharp pain in 
my heart again, though it 
lasted about three minutes. 
1 
struggled 
breathing. 
It 


seemed the pains would nev- 
er leave. Could this be some 
sign of some early heart or 
chest disease? 


Dear Reader — Heart pain 


is usually not sharp. Most 
heart diseases cause pains 
that are dull or pressure type 
pains. The sharp pains can 
be caused by inflammation 
of the plurea of the lung 
next to the heart or by mus- 
cles pains (small muscles in 
spasms) or painful ribs. The 
sharp 
sticky pains 
i.nder 


the left breast are almost 
never caused by heart dis- 
ease. 


Pain 
with 
breathing is 


more suggestive of pleurisy 
or muscular pain. In fact, 
the way pleurisy causes pain 
is from the movement of the 
sore muscles between the 
ribs as the chest cage moves 
with breathing. 


Anxiety, including concern 


about one's health, seems to 
aggravate 
some 
of these 


problems. You should go see 
your doctor and let him see 
it he can find a cause for 
your problem. If there is 
none, 
then 
perhaps 
you 


should try to get back in 
peak physical condition. This 
sometimes h e l p s 
relieve 


such disorders — but go ste 
your doctor first 


Dear Dr. Lamb — What 


do you say about giving cas- 
tor oil two or three spoonfuls 
two or three times, every day 
for punishing little childitn'.' 
1 am just a grandparent and 
haven't any right to inter 
lere. but I wish you would 
pi nit this it it is wrong 


Dear Reader — 1 would 


say this was cruel and un- 
iisual punishment, ll could 
.set up a 
l i f e t i m e of 
bowel 


problems as well as do irre- 
parable damage to the psy- 
chic of the children. Dowel 
habits and bowel training 
are major factors in person- 
ality development and 1 can't 
imagine that this would be 
mentallv healthy. If the par- 
ents really do this, they must 
not appreciate the damage 
they can be doing. If either 
one of the parents is not 
involved in this form of pun- 
isment 
perhaps 
the 
unin- 


volved parent should talk to 
the family doctor about it. 


A parent who would do this 


might well be in serious need 
of psychiatric help.

Isles Seizure 
Brings Iraq, 
British Break 


BEIRUT (AP) — Iraq said 


today that it is breaking diplo- 
matic relations with Britain 
and Iran, holding them equally 
responsible for Iranian occupa- 
tion of three small, strategic 
islands in the Persian Gulf. 


The 
Iraqi 
government 


charged that Iran, "acting in 
collusion 
with Britain," 
had 


"committed an outrageous ag- 
gression against the Arab state 
by landing troops Tuesday on 
the islands of Abu Musa, Great- 
er Tumbs and lesser Tumbs. 


The statement broadcast by 


Baghdad Radio called on all 
Arab governments to break ties 
with Britain and Iran. 


Another Arab 
government, 


Syria's, demanded today that 
Iran withdraw from the islands 
and accused Britain of "trea- 
cherous collusion." But Syria 
broke off relations with both 
Britain and Iran after the 1967 
Arab-Israeli war. 


Iraq also broke relations with 


Britain after the war but re- 
sumed them in May 1968. 


The takeover by Iranian ma- 


rines was unopposed on Lesser 
Tumbs, which is uninhabited, 
and on Abu, Musa, which was 
occupied under an agreement 
with its ruler, the Sheik of 
Sharjan* But Iran said a small 
police 
garrison 
patrolling 


Greater Tumbs, where about 
200 persons live, had not been 
informed of the occupation and 
opened fire when the marines 
landed. Three marines and four 
policemen were killed in the 
brief clash.

Charged in 
Aging Talks

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration has been 
accused of playing politics with 
the White House Conference on 
Aging by using it as a forum to 
announce a "headline-clogging" 
crackdown 
on 
substandard 


nursing homes. 


"In some groups there was 


quite a strong feeling about the 
timing of this announcement," 
said James G. Haughton of Chi- 
cago, a co-chairman of the con- 
ference's health section 


"Many thought it would hog 


the headlines and put into the 
shadows other health issues," 
he said. "They regarded it as • 
political ploy to divert attention 
from other major issues of this 
conference." 


Health, Education and Wel- 


fare Secretary Elliot L. Rich- 
ardson announced during a con- 
ference luncheon Tuesday that 
37 states and the District of Co- 
lumbia risked the loss of $3.4 
billion 
in 
federal 
Medicaid 


funds unless they quickly cor- 
rect "substantial deficiencies" 
in nursing-home certification. 


Richardson said the states 


must submit detailed corrective 
plans by Dec. IS and show 
marked improvements in nurs- 
ing home inspections and sur- 
veys by Feb. 1, or face "a non- 
compliance 
procedure 
that 


could ultimately result in with- 
holding all federal Medicaid 
funds." 


State inspections of all 7,000 


Medicaid-licensed facilities in 
the nation will be required by 
July 1, he added. 


HEW has been working in- 


tensively on the nursing home 
problem since late last summer 
when President Nixon an- 
nounced that 
federal 
funds 


would not be spent to subsidize 
substandard facilities for the 
aged. 


Minority delegates met in 


separate groups today to form 
recommendations on how to 
solve their "double jeopardy" 
of being both old and non-white. 
Sessions were scheduled 
for 


blacks, Asian-Americans,, Span- 
ish-speaking Americans and 
American Indians, as well as 
for delegates concerned over 
such issues as blind, poor and 
rural old people. 


Fourteen sections prepared 


final conference recommenda- 
tions to be voted on before pre- 
sentation to a general session 
tonight. The recommendations 
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Addresses Kiwanians

Charges Half 
Truths in 
Sheriff Trial 


MARION, Ark. (AP)-The de- 


fense attorney in the embezzle- 
ment trial of Sheriff Marion 
Thomas of Crittenden County 
said Tuesday the prosecution 
had constructed a case based 
on half-truths to mislead the 
jury. 


Vincent Skillman Jr. of West 


Memphis, the attorney, said in 
his opening remarks to the jury 
that "there is a group out to 
get" Thomas, who is charged 
on 56 counts of embezzlement 
of public funds involving $34,- 
773.77. 


"We feel the evidence will 


show that you have been told 
half-truths," Skillman told the 
jury. "We think evidence will 
show that the state has care- 
fully constructed a case to mis- 
lead you." 


Prosecutor Gerald Pearson of 


Jonesboro told the jury of 10 
men and two women, which 
was seated Monday, that the 
state would show that the sheriff 
had converted to his own use 
funds designated to the sheriff's 
office. 


The first of the state's wit- 


nesses, certified 
public 
ac- 


countant Clarence Johnson of 
Blytheville, 
testified 
about 


transactions 
that 
he said 


Thomas repaid, with interest, 
with $4,702 in county funds. 


Johnson said that an audit of 


the sheriff's office showed that 
Thomas had repaid a $2,000 per- 
sonal loan from the Bank of 
West Memphis in 1966 with mon- 
ey from the account of the 
sheriff and collector. 


He said Thomas also drew 


$755 from county funds May 26, 
1966, to repay with interest a 
$750 note from the same bank 
that he had deposited in his per- 
sonal account. 


Johnson testified that the sher- 


iff drew $,1028 on county funds 
July 5, 1967, to repay two $500 
notes, plus interest, he had ob- 
tained from the same bank and 
deposited in his personal ac- 
count at the First State Bank 
of Parkin. 


The accountant said, in addi- 


tion, that on Sept. 30, 1966, a 
$150 note was made by Booker 
T. Seymour of Marion at the 
First National Bank of West 
Memphis 
and 
endorsed 
by 


Thomas. Johnson said records 
indicted that the final payment 
of $75 on the note, plus $1 
charges, was made by check 
drawn by the sheriff on county 
funds April 12, 1967. 


Johnson also testified about a 


note signed by Thomas and his 
wife, Victoria, on Jan. 10, 1966, 
for the purchase of a station 
wagon. Johnson said a check 
for $825 drawn on county funds 
by Thomas was used to pay the 
balance due on the vehicle. 


Several witnesses were called 


by the state to corroborate 
Johnson's testimony about the 
transactions. 


Under cross-examination, Ed- 


win Arnold of Texarkana, audit 
supervisor for the Arkansas Di- 
vision of Legislative Audits, said 
that accounting procedures of 
Crittenden County and other 
counties were "rather poor." He 
said recommendations to im- 
prove the procedures had been 
made. 


Arnold said state auditors had 


audited records back to 1965, 
"when we ran out of records." 
He said Crittenden County rec- 
ords were poor and fragmen- 
tary, requiring some presump- 
tions to be made. He also said
